census of Canada. 

The commissioners — one for each 
electoral district—will be appointed 
right after New Year, while the 
enumerators will be chosen in 
March or April, to permit of study 
and instruction prior to the actual 
date of the census, which will be 
on June ist. The census taking, 
of course, will require considerable 
time, varying in accordance with the 
area covered and the density of popu- 
lation. But what is to be put down 
are all the facts and figures as they 
may be on June ist, regardless of 
what changes may occur later, before 
the census is published. It is neces- 
sary to fix on some arbitrary date. 

Awaiting the approval of the Gov- 
ernment just now and to be promul- 
gated as soon as this sanction is 
forthcoming are the regulations 
governing the census of Canada. 
There are several new features. 
Each successive census being more 
elaborate, past experience not only 
here but in other countries will be 
availed of. The Bureau of Statis- 
tics is constantly exchanging ideas 
with the international _ statistical 
organization. In the new schedules, 
complete as they have been hereto- 
fore, there will be further details of 
agriculture and industry, and the 
point over which some contention 
has arisen as to Canadian national- 
ity will be covered. A person who 
says he is simply a Canadian will be 
put down as such, although it is de- 
nied that in the past it was impossi- 
ble to make such distinctions. 

. The census must also take into ac- 
count some seeming anomalies in the 
law. 

For example, under the immigra- 
tion act, even a Britisher must be in 
Canada for five years before he can 
acquire Canadian domicile, and yet 
if he has been here only six months 
he can vote or even be eligible for 
election to Parliament. The sched- 
ules will be so numerous as to set 
forth all the facts concerning the 
individual and his origin from away 
back.

For the 
former, the barley has been long 
proven to rival corn as a feed both 
in its value as a fattener and for a 
part of the ration of the growing 
hog. The quality of finish produced 
by barley, in conjunction with oats 
or other feeds is generally believed 
to be superior to that of the corn- 
fed hog. 

In the poultry industry, the use of 
barley in place of corn is not nearly 
so well established. There is a cer- 
tain vitamin value obtained from the 
use of yellow corn in the poultry ra- 
tion which is rather difficult to re- 
place when other feeds are substi- 
tuted. General indications are, how- 
ever, that the corn content of the lay- 


ing mash can be substituted at least 


| partly by barley and, with the ordin- 
/ary spread in price between the two, 


it will probably be found profitable 
to do so. For fattening chickens 
there is reason to believe that a good 
percentage of well ground barley in 
the feed will work out quite satis- 
factorily. 

Barley and corn are both known 
as high carbohydrate feeds, and, 
with the exception of the difference 
in hull formation and in the vita- 
min content of the yellow corn pig- 
ment, may be considered in much 
the same light as_ fairly strong, 
heat producing and fattening feeds. 
Should the price spread favor bar- 
ley to any extent during the com- 
ing winter and especially if the feed-

| Crysler declared that in 1928 the in- 
| crease in taxation revenues had been 
| more rapid than the increase in the 
total net production, In that de- 
; velopment he detected a dangerous 
| portent. “We may soon have the 
| heaviest taxation of all imposed on 
| the citizen in the leanest of all years," 
he said. 

| A paper by J. G. Hay, Commis- 
| sioner of Taxation in Winnipeg, deal- 
ing with assessment of urban land 
| for taxation purposes, provoked gen- 
| eral discussion. 

| Mr. Crysler, reviewing taxation 
| changes in 1930, stated the present 
| trend was to extend the gasoline tax 
and relieve income tax payers. It was 
recognized, he said, the income tax 
was unpopular because of its tend- 
ency to penalize the honest to the ad- 
vantage of the dishonest. He forecast 
a “lively legisiative interest’ and a 
“progressive softening’ of the in- 
come tax. 

| A one-cent-per-pound tax on sugar 
said Prof. Kemp, would raise at least 
$9,000,000 a year for the Dominion. 
“Sugar,” he argued, “is now selling 
at a price no higher than that pre- 
| vailing before the war, and at less 
than the cost of production, Such a 
| tax, though retrogressive, would per- 
;hapss not be unduly burdensome to 
;consumers who have paid over 25 
cents a pound for sugar in the past.” 
; Two prominent Toronto business

the proposed sugar tax. Mr. Brigden 
;asserted the governments of the 
| world received an all time lesson 
| against excise taxes on such necessi- 
j ties when Britain lost the American 
colonies through the tea tax.

Kemp that collection of municipal in- 
come taxes be made by the federal

the part of the vast majority of people towards our whole social and 
economic structure. 

First, there is greater interest taken in relief 
before by governments, corporations, and individuals alike.

photo-electric cell these light points 
are changed and transmitted on a 
70-meter wave. Spectators 30 miles 
distance faced the lens and saw pic- 
tures of the actors with the utmost 


distinctness.

Canada imported 51,578 tons of 
Russian anthracite coal during Sep- 
tember, it was reported by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics. The total 
imports of coal increased 12 per cent. 
over the last five-year average. Prac- | 
tically all the bituminous and over 
one-half of the anthracite came from 
United States. 

The domestic output during Sep- 
tember amounted to 1,129,883 tons, a 
decline of 9.2 per cent. from the 
last five-year average. Nova Scotia 
mines produced 473,307 tons; New 
Brunswick mines, 14,109 tons; Sas- 
katchewan mines, 32,789 tons; Alber- 
ta mines, 546,652 tons, and British 
Columbia mines, 163,026 tons.

Ontario accounted for 
28,078,000 pounds of the total produc- 
tion, Quebec, 8,490,000 pounds and 
British Columbia, 144,700 pounds.
